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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


1975 represents a turning point for the police department in several 
ways. This year, with the use of Federal revenue-sharing funds, the Town 
purchased its first cruiser. In the past officers used their own cars 
for police work and more recently a vehicle personally purchased by the 
chief was used by all officers under terms of a contract with the select- 
men. Similarly, use of the present cruiser is also regulated by the 
terms of a written agreement between the selectmen and the chief-of-police. 


1975 also saw a considerable increase in residential burglaries. 
While a number of apprehensions have been made, in no way have all the 
burglaries been solved and little that was stolen has been recovered. The 
assistance of the State Police Detective Bureau has been generous and 
invaluable. These crimes have been committed largely in daytime; weekdays 
are perhaps more popular than weekends. One apprehension came as the 
direct result of the observations and immediate reporting of a suspicious 
vehicle by an alert citizen, Obviously such reports are essential to 
police everywhere. A number of homes in Lyme have installed silent 
alarms, Competently installed, similar alarms have given positive results 
in other towns. Unfortunately Lyme seems to have collected a bunch of 
lemons which either go off on a whim or do not go off at alli We would 
encourage anyone contemplating such an alarm to discuss the matter with us 
first. 


This year was also a turning point for me personally, as I resigned 
my position as chief with the close of the year. I made this decision 
with reluctance and a real sense of loss. Yet the fact remained that 
more and more over the nearly eight years I have served on the department 
I have seen the citizens' expectations of the department and of me, in 
particular, increase to the point that I felt I had no choice but to "get 
out of the kitchen". I had tried without success in the past few years 
to shed part of the load in a variety of ways, but was not very success- 
ful. The fact that the police department responded to 322 requests for 
service as opposed to 350 for 1974 indicates not a lessening in demand, 
but an attempt on my part to achieve a compromise between the expecta- 
tions of the citizenry and my understanding of the chief's job in a part- 
time department. 


Many have suggested to me that Lyme needs a full-time department or 
at least a full-time man. Perhaps it does. I have arguments both pro 
and con. The fact remains that 4.4% of your total tax bill went for 
police services last year: $1.91 in taxes for every $1,000 in valuation. 


I have offered to give all the support I can to Arnold Kimball, the 
new chief-of-police. In line with this I have agreed to remain a member 
of the department as a special officer with limited authority and duties. 
Although I wish him luck, I know that it will take much more than luck to 
carry him through this new job and I am both enthusiastic and confident 
in the abilities he brings with him.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN and DISTRICT CHIEF 


Upon the recommendation of Town Selectmen and City Councils, the 
Division of Forests and Lands appoints a forest fire warden and several 
deputy forest fire wardens in each town and city every three years, The 
town or city warden is responsible for maintaining a force of men and ade- 
quate equipment to suppress any wildfire that occurs in his town or city 
during his term of appointment. The fire warden must authorize all open 
burning when the ground is not covered with snow. No open fires can be 
authorized between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. unless it is raining, without the 
additional permission of the state district fire chief. 


Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the ground is not 
covered with snow must first obtain the written permission of the forest 
fire warden. Camp and cooking fires also require the warden's permission, 


The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest Fire Service, 
assists all cities and towns in meeting these requirements by training the 
warden and deputy forces in wildfire suppression tactics, making hand tool 
suppression equipment available at fifty percent of cost, supplying pieces 
of Federal excess property for use as fire attack vehicles and sharing up 
to fifty percent of the cost of wildfire suppression costs. 


Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town program, 
Smokey Bear is available from the Forest Fire Service for local fire pre- 
vention programs. Posters and Junior Ranger kits are available for dis- 
tribution by local fire departments upon request to the Forest Fire Ser- 
vice. Each forest fire warden is expected to carry on a continuous wild- 
fire prevention program within his town or city.

The circulation of the Lyme Library increased by 800 in 1975. 600 of 
the increase came during the four months September through December when 
the new school library hours have been in operation. The Library has been 
open 32 hours a week including every weekday morning. The middle school 
students can now make regular and more frequent use of the Library, and 
small groups of students in grades 5 through 8 receive training in library 
research skills. Additional afternoon hours are scheduled for visits from 
the students of the lower grades. The librarian, Geneva Menge, has been 
volunteering much of her time this year, and it is hoped that a larger re- 
muneration may be provided in the future. She is working toward a degree 
as Master of Library Science, has attended a course given by the University 
of Rhode Island at the University of New Hampshire on audio-visual mater- 
ials, and plans to help students make some animated movies in cooperation 
with the art teacher. 


Audio-visual materials and equipment loaned out have not been included 
in the circulation figures. These include slides, slide viewers, cassette 
tapes and players, filmstrips and viewers (to classrooms) and tape recorder, 
carousel slide projector and screen (to groups only). 


Miss Gaylord continues to provide space in her home for the Lyme 
Center Branch Library. Julia Elder is librarian one hour Wednesday morn- 
ings for the Kindergarten and public. At other times Miss Gaylord will 
assist anyone wishing to use the Library. Books are delivered to shut-ins 
every two weeks. Anyone needing this service may leave word at the 
Library. 


During the summer the Library participated in the Lyme Bicentennial 
Celebration Chautauqua with an exhibit of Bicentennial materials and albums 
of old photographs of Lyme. A book sale to benefit the Building Fund was 
held at the Fireman's Fair. 


The State Bookmobile continues to lend about 1,000 volumes for each 
three to four month period, and the McNaughton Plan, a revolving lease ser- 
vice, provides an additional 150 new adult titles during the year, so that 
the Library is well stocked with current books. 


The new Encyclopedia Britannica, a gift to the Library, is a great 
help to students, and an asset to the entire community. Memorial gifts 
made in honor of Lawrence Martz will be used to purchase books on crafts 
and relating to the Bicentennial. 


The trustees wish to thank all those who gave to the Library during 
the year, and the volunteers who help keep the Library running, in particu- 


lar Barbara Woodard, Donna Laro, Barbara Roby and Arlene Merrell. 


In closing we would like to call attention to the fact that Ralph W. 
Balch has completed twenty years as Treasurer of the Lyme Library, and is

beginning his fiftieth year as a Lyme Library trustee. He was on the 
Building Committee at the time our Library was planned and built. We 
wish to express our gratitude to him for all the work he has done, for 
his meticulous care of our finances and business affairs, and especially 
for the patience, humor and wisdom with which he has guided our Library 
for half-a-century.

LYME HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


Annual Committee Report 
1975 


The Lyme Home Health Agency has services available for all Lyme 
residents in health education, disease control, disease intervention, 
disease prevention, skilled home nursing, and physical therapy. In 1975 
our nurse, Mrs. Roger Jenks, made 625 visits. They include the follow- 
ing: disease control - 130; disease intervention - 138; disease preven- 
tion - 35/7. 


The Well Child Clinics, in conjunction with the Orford Community 
Health Service, had a total of 303 visits. This includes 121 examinations 
and 118 immunizations by Lyme children. This service is free to Lyme 
children up to 6 years of age and covers physical examinations, immuniza- 
tions, vision and hearing tests, dental, safety, and nutritional guidance. 
This service is partially funded by the State of New Hampshire and physi- 
cians of the Hitchcock Clinic and the Lyme Medical Associates. 


1975 Activities: 

Recertification by the Medicare Administration. 

A dental clinic held in August with approximately 68 children 
attending. 

The purchase of an audiometer in February from the bequest of 
Rachel Miller. This is being used for testing at the Well Child 
Clinics and the Laura Barnes School. 

State and Regional meetings attended by our Nurse, committee members 
and clerk, Mrs. Priscilla Bacon. 

Mr. Ed Merrell has been our representative at structural meetings 
held by the Lebanon Area Health Council in establishing the Home- 
maker/Home Health Aide Service for this area. This service would 
help new mothers, the elderly, and any resident who would need 
care or assistance in managing the home during an illness or after 
a hospital stay. 


The Lyme Home Health Agency is located in the Library basement, and 
is open from 9:00 A.M, to 12:00 Noon each Tuesday and Thursday. The tele- 
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phone number is 795-2661.

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LYME PLANNING BOARD 


Annual Report for 1975 


During the past year the Planning Board held 12 regular meetings, 
several special meetings, and 16 public hearings. 


The committee which is helping the Planning Board in working with the 
Town on long-term goals and plans has almost finished an analysis of the 
Town's present situation. This includes the present land use pattern, the 
road system, soil conditions, slopes, present and projected population, 
etc. The information is being put together in an extensive report which 
will be presented to the Town at a series of public meetings to be held 
after Town Meeting in March. The goal is the development of a comprehen- 
sive plan to help guide the growth of the Town. The public meetings will 
give everyone a chance to participate in the development of the plan. 


You will recall that in September 1974 the Board unanimously denied 
the application of Guy and Esther Nichols for the subdivision of land on 
West Street. The application was denied because the Town roads which lead 
from Route 10 to the area of the subdivision would have been inadequate 
for the traffic which would have resulted from the subdivision. The cost 
of upgrading the roads to serve the additional traffic would have put an 
unreasonable burden on the Town. Mr. and Mrs. Nichols appealed the deci- 
sion to the New Hampshire Superior Court. On October 30, following two 
days of hearings, the Court upheld the decision of the Board and denied 
the appeal. Mr. and Mrs. Nichols have now appealed to the New Hampshire 
Supreme Court. 


The Board meets on the third Tuesday of each month at 7:30 in the 
Selectmen's Office in the Library. The meetings are open to the public.

In 1975 the Upper Valley Regional Emergency Medical Care Service 
operated at a deficit due to the fact that the service made 65 fewer runs 
than had been projected. For 1976 the number of runs is being projected 
more conservatively. Even so, the base charge per run is increasing from 
$50 to $58, and the Town of Hanover is charging one fewer of its fire de- 
partment personnel to the service.

BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


1975 saw the 1976 centered Bicentennial celebration off to a running 
start here in Lyme. Lyme made successful application to the American 
Revolution Bicentennial Administration for designation as a Bicentennial 
Community. The Bicentennial Community flag, which was presented during 
Lyme's 1975 "Chatauqua" week, is official recognition of the cooperative 
planning done by many persons and organizations. The Lyme Historians 
made great strides during 1975 in their ambitious project of gathering, 
editing and arranging for financing and publication of a history of Lyme. 
Large numbers of Lyme's stitchers have produced two bicentennial quilts - 
one to become part of the town's historical archives and one raffled off, 
the proceeds helping with production costs of Lyme's history. 


Lyme's Bicentennial "Chatauqua" week was organized by the Bicenten- 
nial Committee in cooperation with most of the town's organizations and a 
great many hard working individuals. It was a week of great fun under 
the Fire Department's blue and yellow tent - with additional display 
space in the horse sheds, Lyme Inn, Granwel Bookstore and on the green. 
We had lots of music, as well as plays, handicrafts, science displays, 
books, paintings, antiques, photos, flags, essays, a dance and a barbeque.

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MUNICIPAL BUILDING COMMITTEE REPORT 


At the Town Meeting March 4, 1975, following receipt of a preliminary re- 
port by the Municipal Building Planning Committee, chaired by Mr. Oliver 
Winston, which expressed unanimous opinion of the Committee that Lyme 
needs a building to house the officers and meeting places for the Select- 
men, Town Clerk, and other functions, a new Committee composed of the 
undersigned was appointed to explore further the possibilities of meeting 
the needs, including considerations of design, cost, location, and 
financing. 


Requirements: 


Various Town offices were considered very carefully and the minimum 
desirable building appears to be one which would contain offices for the 
Selectmen, the Town Clerk, the Tax Collector, the Town Treasurer and the 
Home Health Agency. It should also contain a small reception area, giving 
access to the different offices, and should contain a conference room of 
about 300 sq. ft. to be used by various Town groups such as the Planning 
Board, Youth Counseling, or groups too large to meet in the Selectmen's 
office. In addition the building should have a vault and secure storage 
for Town records, including those of the Selectmen, the Town Clerk, the 
Town Treasurer, and the Planning Board. 


This represents a building of about 1300 sq. ft. overall on two 
floors, with the first floor devoted to offices, and a basement floor pro- 
viding necessary vault and storage space along with service space such as 
furnace, toilets, etc. Construction should be fire-resistant masonry con- 
struction, i.e., concrete fioors and masonry walls. 


How to meet this need: 


The Committee studied carefully the 1975 preliminary report from 
which it received much valuable assistance, and gave consideration to the 
following possibilities: 


1. Addition to the present Library. This was rejected because it 
was felt the Library has future needs for the space, the location does not 
provide adequate parking, and construction to conform to the Library 
architecture would be expensive. 

2. Space in conjunction with the School plant was considered and re- 
jected both because the School needs all available space, and also because 
of lack of parking. 

3. Consideration was given to utilizing the Lyme Center school 
building. It would be costly to alter to provide the essential fire- 
resistant space required. In addition, such use would force the kinder- 
garten out and present an added financial burden on the School system. 

4. The possibility of an addition to the Fire House was considered. 
This would not provide a long-range solution as the Fire House may some 
day need more space. It might provide an interim solution if the complete 
program cannot be undertaken. 

5. After consideration of the aforementioned alternates, the Commit- 
tee agreed that the best long-range plan was to provide for a separate new 
building in a central location. 


SITE: The Committee recommends consideration of the present Highway De- 
partment land on High Street adjacent to the cemetery, comprising about 2% 
acres. There is some indication that the Highway Department might be will- 
ing to dispose of this land, and the Selectmen advise that the Town has 
first option on the purchase of this land. 

The 2% acres would provide comfortably for a new building, plus park- 
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ing, and leave room for future Town needs. It is also reasonably accessi- 
ble to people in all parts of the Town. 


PLANS: Don Metz very kindly offered his assistance in preparing schematic 
plans and the Committee now has suggested floor plans and an elevation for 
a building constructed of concrete and concrete block which should provide 
both an adequate and an attractive solution, without being unduly expen- 
sive. (The plans are on file in the Selectmen's office.) 


The cost cannot be determined closely without preparation of detailed 
plans, but it appears to be in the-range of about $75,000, excluding the 
cost of the land or work which might be done on the site other than for 
the Municipal Building. 


FINANCING: We investigated the possibility of obtaining State funds and 
found none available. 


We also investigated the possibility of Housing and Urban Development 
funds and learned that Municipal Buildings are specifically excluded from 
HUD funding. A very small portion of the building might qualify for such 
assistance (Home Health Agency and Youth Counseling), but the Selectmen 
did not consider it advisable to apply for such funds since it would have 
also required a commitment on the part of the Town for a major portion of 
the cost. 


There appeared at one point some possibility of obtaining direct con- 
struction assistance from the Corps of Engineers. Upon investigation it 
was found that this was not the type of project in which the Corps of 
Engineers would be interested. 


At this point, therefore, it does not appear that outside funds in 
any substantial amount are available. 


CONCLUSION: The Committee believes that a separate Municipal Building of 
fire-resistant construction of at least 1300 sq. ft. on each of a basement 
and first floor level is desirable as an objective. 


As a result of its investigations into needs, the Committee is greatly 
concerned at the fact that important Town records are kept in several dif- 
ferent locations in the Town; most of them not safe from either fire or 
theft. We recommend that if the Town does not feel able to take on the 
financial burden of a new Municipal Building at this time that it adopt 
any interim measure which may develop which would provide safe housing at 
least for the Town records. 


We also recommend that the Town authorize the Selectmen to exercise 
its option to purchase the Highway Department land on High Street at the 
first opportunity.

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LYME SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


September 18, 1975 


The meeting of the Lyme School District came to order at 7:40 P.M, at 
Lyme Barnes School. 


This was a continuation of the School District meeting of March 1, 
1975. The meeting was held to consider action on Article 7 and Article 8 
in the Warrant of March lst meeting. 


Everett Rich read Articles 7 and 8. 


Talbert Bacon told who the committee members are: Land Committee: 
Dick Jenks, Bill Murphy, and Julia O'Hara; 


Building Committee: Terry Viens, Jean Martz, Chairman, Tal Bacon, 
Sallie Ramsden, Jim Nichols. 


This meeting was to hear the progress reports of the committees and 
not to ask for any funding at this time. These two committees have been 
meeting through the summer and are reporting on their findings. 


Julia O'Hara reported on the Land Committee findings. They propose 
that the land across the brook be flattened out to use for a softball 
field and a soccer field. They found that it is not reasonable to try to 
fill in the gully between the schoolyard and the land across the brook. 
This would be very expensive. 


They have been working with the Recreation Committee and would like 
to be able to present their plan, that includes recreation area for the 
town as well as school, to the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation to see if we 
can get some Federal funding. 


There were some questions asked her about parking facilities and an 
access from East Thetford Road and a few other comments. 


The Building Committee Report was given by Sallie Ramsden. She first 
reviewed the facilities we now have at Barnes School. Then told us the 
needs they feel the school has. Extra space is needed for storage, and 
extra vocational courses that is felt the 7th and 8th graders need badly. 
Also their plan includes a library or resource center, plus 4 classrooms. 


Jim Nichols talked about the plan for the building itself, as they 
have had it drawn up by Banwell Associates. They have drawn the plan 
without charge with the understanding that if we in the future decide to 
carry out this plan, they will be paid. 


There was some discussion about leaving the Kindergarten where it is. 
It had been recommended by the Planning Committee to leave the Kindergarten 
where it is and the present lay-out is very good. 


The committee stated that it would like some feedback from the public 
and will welcome any comments from them. 


The meeting from this point was discussion and questions from the 
people. There was some discussion about the Library across the street and 
how this new school library or resource center would affect them. There 
is now a good working relationship between the school and the library ex- 
cept for the fact that it is across the street.

There were various comments and it was brought out that the reason 
for this plan was based on the Lyme School Planning Committee as they see 
the needs of the school. 


There was a 10-minute recess for everyone to look at the building 
plan and to understand better what it would involve. 


Was brought up that this would mean additional staff people if we 
have vocational program. It was brought out that we have to discuss all 
the pros and cons to this new plan and by asking questions people are not 
necessarily criticizing the plan. The building committee also pointed out 
they are only putting on paper a concrete plan that has come from all the 
studies over the past 5 years or more. It seems to be time to decide 
whether to take this step in the future or stay where we are, 


There were some comments about the kind of experience 7th and 8th 
graders have, at Lyme School and other schools. Was noted that at that 
age their view is perhaps always negative even if they do have vocational 
programs and libraries.

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LYME SCHOOL BOARD ANNUAL REPORT 


During the past year the two new committees which were formed at the 
last annual meeting (the School Building Committee and the Land Development 
Committee) have met regularly. The Land Development Committee has 
developed a plan for converting the Grant property into athletic facilities, 
with the expectation that federal funds can be obtained to defray a signi- 
ficant portion of the cost. The School Building Committee presented some 
preliminary architect's drawings at a special school district meeting in 
September. The purpose of this meeting was to familiarize the townspeople 
with some of the ideas which the committee has had regarding space require- 
ments for a K-8 program, and to allow feedback from the town on this mat- 
ter. The Board feels that it is important for the town to take a stand on 
the future of the middle school and has introduced several articles in the 
warrant on this issue. 


The Lyme School has given high priority to the development of a pro- 
gram for reading disabilities. A team approach to this problem has been 
undertaken with the assistance of the Assistant Superintendent, the reading 
disabilities teacher, the school psychologist, and the speech therapist. 

A presentation to the Board and the town was recently made by this team and 
provided graphic evidence of objective improvement in reading skills in 
students who have received special help. As there are still many students 
who have not yet entered this program, efforts will be continued to expand 
this multi-disciplined approach. 


The Staff Development Committee has continued to meet, and a final 
Staff Development Plan has been approved by the State, the Superintendent, 
and the Board. 


As predicted last year, the high school tuition expense, which in- 
creased dramatically after we were required to pay full tuition, has 
leveled off. 


During the past year two members of the Board attended the annual New 
Hampshire School Board Association meeting and the New Hampshire School 
Administrators conference in Concord. These members served as delegate 
and alternate delegate of the Supervisory Union #22 at the annual meeting. 
As some of you know, the Board and teachers are required by law to develop 
a master contract and negotiation plan in 1976, and membership in the 
School Board Association will help us to keep abreast of developments in 
this area. 


One member of the Board is representing Lyme on a Supervisory Union 
workshop to consider alternative methods for decision-making within the 
Union. 


The Board is anxious for attendance by Lyme residents at its meetings 
and welcomes suggestions on any subject. We would like to welcome Mrs. 
Betty Phillips as our new Assistant Superintendent and to thank all of 
those in the Supervisory Union office for the assistance which has been 
given us in the past year.
